PEACE WITH JAPAN. 

In a speech on Thursday in the 
Aouse of Representatives’ upon re- 
lations with Japan Mr. Kann of Cali- 
fornia sald that ‘he had no fear that 
there would be war between Japan 
and the United States ‘‘‘in my life- 
" time, nor even in the lifetime of my 
** sons."" “Mr. KauHN is a man of 
peace, but he believes that the best 
assurance of peace lies in prepdred- 
ness, which in the United States he. 
frould have take the form of universal 
training. His view is that no nation 
would risk the test of battle with a 
country so populous and so rith in all 
‘the resources for waging war as 
the United States is. At the pres- 
ent time its navy is probably abreast 
of Great \Britainjs.in strength, assum- 
ing her utmost mobilization, and it 
could call almost. 4,000,000 fighting 
meén to the colors, aboyt half of them 
veterans of the campaign in France. 
Yet Mr; Kazn, for all his conficence 
in -peaceful relations with Japan for 
a@ generation or more, gazes with 
apprehension across the Pacific Ocean 
at *‘ the politicians, the agitators and 
the demagogues "’ in‘ that country. 
They might bring on a,.war by goad- 
ing the United States; he is sure no 
one in America’ would be responsible. 
But, to be perfectly fair, have we not 
our own demagogues and agitators 
whose utterances are, sometimes ex- 
asperating to the Japanese. and pro- 
vocatiye of. retort?

BULGARIA IN THE LEAGUE. 
“The Membership Committee of the 
League, “Assembly has given its ap- 
proval to the application of Bulgaria, 
whose admission may be expected to 
follow in due course- Neighbors. of 
Buigaria had objected,.’claiming that 
she had not ‘fulfilled her treaty. obliga- 


+tions nor shown. sufficient willingness 


to fulfill them. Against this was set 
off a réport by Marshal Focu that Bul- 
garia ‘‘ had done more than any other 
‘‘ of the Central Powers to fulfill her 
“* treaty obligations,’’ a somewhat am- 
biguous. statement which @ not ir- 
reconcilable with the arguments of the 
Rumanians, Jugoslavs and Greeks. 
The report of Marshal Foc \apfar- 
ently had reference ‘chiefly to military- 
affairs, The Bulgarian Army has 
been cut down, so that at present the 
State can“hardly be regarded as much 
of a menace to her neighbors. She is 
still less a mienace ‘#6 long as Mr. 
SraMbonisKy is at the-head of. the 
Government. On the other hand, it 
appears. that reparations under the 
treaty have been made about as slowly 
by Bulgaria as by the other members 
of the defeated alliance; but there are 
some items on the other side. Greece, 
for example, has gained as good. deal 
of territory that was. Bulgarian: before 
the war. Rumania, which suffered 
considerably from the Bulgarian forces 
of occupation, and Serbia, which was 
terribly devastated by the armies that 
struck her in the back, are worse off; 
particularly Serbia. The new J ugoslav 
kingdom has made some gains along 
the frontier: which give.ceftain safe- 
guards against a#other Bulgarian at- 
tack, but it has received little in‘ the 
way of reparation for the destruction. 
and pillage. done by Bulgarian troops. 
‘However; if Bulgaria has’ given up 
her schemes of conquest atid is will- 
ing to live in peace with her neighbors, 
a good deal has been accomplished. It 
Ais a little early to say that she has ex- 
perienced this change of heart, but at 
any rate she will probably: be safe so 
long as thé present ‘Government is in’ 
power.
